The records are very expensive to make 
for on one side they are made by Braile and 
on the other side by ink. Such books as 
Anne Lindbergh’s “North to the Orient” 
gives a type example of the books which 
blind people learn about through the Talking 
Book. It takes from 20 to 30 minutes to 
play the entire record. Miss Parker also 
exhibited some woven articles, tatting em- 
broidery which she had made. 

Mrs. Earl J. Smith was the next person to 
be introduced by Mrs. Leitch. Mrs. Smith is 
chairman of the Division of the Physically 
Handicapped in the Massachusetts State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

_ The work of this division is not entirely 

‘evoted to the work with the blind but in 

udes the helping of the crippled, deaf, and 
cardiacal patients. Mrs, Smith listed some 
‘hings which were being done by club women 
n the State. They were providing gifts for 
children in hospitals, materials provided 
lor shutins, sewing materials, leather, cray- 
ons and books for children in our hospitals, 
Transporting handicapped to clinics, to 
reading circles, to hospitals, 

It is amazing the things which are utilized 
by these people from discarded silk stock 
‘ngs, old silk underwear, scraps of wool 
(old or new), bits of embroidery, cotton, or 
stamped pieces, old felt hats, fancy papers, 
‘inings of envelopes, old Christmas cards, 
small jars with tops, cigar boxes, razor 
blades, corks of all sizes, odd pieces of mat- 
crials, old metal aluminum, trays, copper, 
ead, scrap leather, plasticene, balloons for 
holidays, old magazines, paints, assorted 
nails and screws, scraps for dolls? clothing. 

They tind a place for anything that is 
kiven to them, be it old or new.

What would be abolished if the Legis- 
lature abolished County Government? 
It is almost impossible to discover one 


item that could be abolished in the} 


County budget. Superior Civil Courts, 
Superior Criminal Courts, 
Courts, Registries of Deeds, Clerks of 
Courts, Houses of Correction, ‘Tuber- 


culosis Sanatoria and various other ac- | 


tivities would still continue to function 
under a vaguely different form of gov- 
ernment. The expenditures could not 
be abolished and perhaps would not be 
as carefully administered as under the 
present form of government.

The startling story from North Ando- 
ver a few weeks ago to the effect that a 
huge shortage had been discovered by 
the state auditors in the tax collector's 
accounts should give Andover cause 
to feel pleased at having adopted some 
years ago the state accounting system, 
which according to the state auditors 
would have made the North Andover 
situation practically an impossibility. 


No town can afford to let any em- 
ployee conduct a transaction in whic’) 
money is involved unless there is a very 
definite direct responsibility to the chief 
officers of that town. No business firm 
would employ anyone to collect money 
without having a means of checking up 
on him to see if the money had been 
paid him. The state auditors in North 
Andover found that a number of bills 
had not been paid, they sent out dupli- 
cates, and later found that many of 
those ta whom duplicates had been sent 
were able to show receipted bills. The 
collector had collected the taxes, but 
had never entered the payments on the

Fortunately the town assessors had 
to give to the collector a commitment 
containing the amount of taxes to be 
collected from each taxpayer, and 
through that means a check could finally 
be made. The state system permits a 
more close check than this, however. 
One thing that the state system does 
not check up on however is the payment 
of service charges to town employees 
in minor departments. In such things as 
public weighing, hire of the town hall, 
hire next vear through the school de- 
partment of the auditorium, sealing of 
weights and measures, tree work done 
for private parties by the town, and 
sundry other services for which a fee is 
prescribed, there is no way on which a 
check can be made. The department 
involved provides the service, sends a 
bill for that service, and is supposed to 
present the charge to the town account- 
ant. There the weak link lies. There is 
no way of knowing whether all the 
services for which the department sends 
a bill and collects are entered on the 
town books. It is up to the individual 
department. Some day, through the 
same weakness of popular government 
which made the people of North Ando- 
ver feel that they were electing a tax 
collector who would conduct the de- 
partment on a businesslike basis, Ando- 
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ver might elect officials, or the select- 
men might appoint employees, who 
would not report all the services and 
charges that they had made. This situ- 
ation should be rectified as soon as 
possible.

‘Take such a firm as an electric com- 
pany for instance. When a man comes 
to put in a gas meter in your house, 
there’s usually some sort of a service 
charge or deposit. If you buy a gas 
stove from them, you have to pay, too. 
But the point is that the employee who 
comes to install the meter or who de- 
livers the stove does not send you the 
bill and does not collect from you. The 
central office takes care of that, the 
employee gets his weekly pay, and no 
more. 

Andover and many other towns at 
present are letting their customers pay 
the employee who does the work. Why 
can't we be one of the first to adopt a 
businesslike method in this particular 
phase of town government?

The word “alphabet” ts derived 
from the Greek letters alpha and beta, 
corresponding to our a and b. The 
Greek alphabet Is one of the oldest 
In the world and all modern European 
alphabets are derived from or founded 
on ft. The English alphabet is prac- 
tleally the same as the Roman, which 
was derived from the Greek, 

The earliest Greek alphabet con- 
tained only 19 letters, having no f and 
ending with the letter t. The letter f 
and the six letters following t, viz, u,¥, 
WwW, X, ¥, % came by a process of 
evolution at long intervals. There was 
no wu in the Greek alphabet until the 
Ninth century B. G., and for more 
than 1,000 years after u and v were 
different forms of the same letter, 
one being used at the beginning and 
the other in the middle of a word, 

It as not until the Tenth century A, 
D., states a writer in the Indianapolis 
News, that the two letters were dif- 
ferentiated Into u as a vowel and ¥ as 
a consonant, There was no separate 
letter w until the Eleventh century 
A. D. Prior to that the sound was 
expressed by vu or uy, but finally the 
two u's were linked together, making.

The Yucca Plant 

Yuecas are strangely dependent for

savings bank insurance income.” The ar 
ticle further points out that policies in the 
Massachusetts savings banks contain more 
liberal terms than the policies of the com- 
panies in the way of earlier cash and loan 
values.
